Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 15 April 2010, 
which amends claim 1 . 

Claims 1-4 and 9-14 are pending. 

2. The Examiner withdraws the objection to the disclosure for lacking a brief 
description of the drawings because of Applicants amending of the specification in the 
reply filed 15 April 2010. 

3. Applicants overcame the rejection of claims 1-4 and 10-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph by amending the claims in the reply filed 15 April 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4 and 9-14 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the closest prior art, Suzuki et al. (US 2003/00081 74 A1 ), Kikuchi (JP 
06/192654 A), and Tominaga et al. (US 2003/0168970 A1) teach compounds of similar 
to instant formula (2) and (3) as electron transport material used in organic 
electroluminescent devices, the prior art references do not teach or suggest compounds 
of formulae (2) or (3) as presently claimed.
